Uneonstittttioiial Expendi- 
ture. 

We do not boliove that uiiy very largo 
number of persons adhere to the boliof 
that the ouly high iu the Province capa- 
ble of governing it arc tho present hold- 
ers of the four portfolio*. Whatever may 
have been tho state of popular sentiment 
before the elections, a groat revulsion of 
fooling has taken plueo in the public mind 
since it was ascertained that tho verdict 
of tho country had condemiiod the Min- 
isterial policy. It ia a remarkable and al- 
most unprecedented fact that tho Minis- 
try which counted a two third majority 
in the old House will outer tho now body 
with no avowed supporters. A more as- 
tonishing or positive condemnation than 
is thus presented has scarooly ovor boon 
exhibited in a country enjoying (Joust L- 
tional Government, and as day by day 
fresh developments aro made, and new 
disclosures of political immorality come 
to light, it seems probable that tlioir vot- 
ing strength in tho now Houao will bo 
corihuod to the Ministers themsolvos. The 
astounding evidences of corruption 
brought to light iu connection with the 
sale of the cofferdam contract has shaken 
tho already strained faith of their few 
supporters iu this oity and Esquimalt; 
ami their high-handed act iu dealing with 
tho New Term on the evo of tho meeting 
of tho House baa alienated hundreds of 
former friends. Wo do not buliovo in 
striking an opponent when ho is down, 
and in reforring to other illegal and un- 
constitutional acts of the deleated Gov- 
ornmont wo meroly wish to point out tho 
rooks on which they have oome to grief 
so that their successors may steer clear of 
thom. It is an understood principle of 
Constitutional Government that as tho 
Houio holds tho purse-strings public mo- 
noy shall not be expended by the Govern- 
ment without the sanction of tho people's 
representatives having boon first secured. 
Oecusions frequently arise when it iB 
considered necessary to expend money 
during the recess that lias not been voted 
by tho House; but such instances are ex- 
ceptions to tho rule, aro ouly justifiable 
in eases of emergency, and must be con- 
firmed by tho House atttio tirst session 
after the expenditure has taken place. 
Now it cau be easily shown by figures be- 
t oro us that iu nearly every case when mo 
ney was voted lust session for public im 
provements the amount then voted has 
been exceeded. Wo shall say nothing of 
tho unauthorized expenditure in 187-1 for 
cement and machinery to be used in tho 
construction of thodrydoek — the accounts 
for which have not as yet seen tho light 
of day, and may not until a Committee of 
the House is appointed to overhaul the 
books of the departments. We allude 
now more particularly to monies intend- 
ed to be paid awaywitbin tho Province 
for services rendered and work done that 
came under the purview of tho Lauds & 
Works Department. What stronger tes- 
timony could be given of tho Incompeten- 
cy which rules in that Department when 
■we state that iu, every instance the estimate 
furnished the Hou^e and voted by it has 
been many thousand dollars below tho 
cost ? Let us commence with Victoria 
School. The Chief Commissioner asked 
and obtained §15,000. Tho cost will ex- 
ceed $23,000! For the Lunatic Asylum 
he asked and got 815,000. The cost" wtll 
exceed S!57.()00! For Cariboo District ho 
asked aad obtained a lump sum of §34,- 
500. (which included the estimated cost 
of Quesnel bridge.) For Quesucl bridge 
tho contract price is 837,500. In addi- 
tion to this the Government will construct 
a cofferdam for a pier of tho bridge at a 
cost of $2500) and pay the Superintend- 
ent (who lately stood at Cariboo iu the 
Government interest for the local House) 
8250 a month or $2500 for teu mouths for 
inspecting the work— making a grand to- 
tal of 3-15,000 for this work alono, being 
S10,500 in excess of the amount voted for 
the whole District! For a bridge 
at Lytton the original contract last year 
was about $8,000. Pnit of tho work "had 
been completed when an accident occur- 
red through which the timbers were 
lost. This year the work was lot to tho 
same contractor without lenders being in- 
cited, at a figure said to be slightly under 
$18,000. In awarding the cofferdam, aa we 
have previously shown, Hayward A Jen- 
kiusoii were presented with a Christmas- 
box worth 835,000— being the difference 
between their tender and that of Duncan 
McDonald's. As tho award was made in 
direct violation of a frequently-affirmed 
principle of tho House that all public 
work should bo given out to tho lowost 
bidder, it will be only fair to add the 
amount, of H. & J.'s"box"to tho expen- 
diture in pxcoss of tho votes of the House. 
For certain improvements and additions 
to tho printing ollieo $2000 was asked. 
The builder's additions to the office aloue 
cost $3-10(1; and some $1000 was ex- 
ponded in procuring more plant — making 
an excess of about $3000 in tho votu for 
this lulle co corn! By this tinio tho read- 
er will he curious to learn tho tot il 
amount of the over and, consequently, 
unconstitutional expenditure of tho Gov- 
ernment. Well, here aro tho figures:

If wo bo not very much 
mistaken in tho character and temper of 
the now members they will "know" the 
why and tho whereforo of tho illegal ex- 
penditure before they have boon in their 
seats ono week; and tho pooplo, who are 
tho real sulforors, wish them God Speed 
in their good work!

We have thus indicated six pieces of 
work on which there lifts been an illegal 
expenditure of upwards of $100,000— 
more than 30 per cent, of tho legitimate 
revenue of tho Province!! Wo might go 
still further and show that on advertising 
uccounttho vote of tlio House has been 
oxceedod two to onejand that on every pub- 
lic work given out ou tho Mainland the 
expenditure has beon largely in excess of 
tho sum voted; but wo havo shown, wo 
think, that an officer who can make such 
egregious blunders ha» demonstrated his 
utter incapacity to longer hold a public 
position.

In nddition to tho large amount of gold 
sent away through Wells Fat-go's Ex- 
press in 1875 wo have to record tho Bum 
of S12»,tt5. r >, shipped by tho Bank of Bri- 
tish Columbia through Henry Rhodes k 
Co., and §19,600 additional whipped by 
the Bank of British North America. This 
will bring the total shipment of the first- 
named Bank up to 8616,769, and that of 
lastnamed to $763,723, making a grand 
totnl by all tho Banks for tho year of 
§1,765.552, which lends tho shii)inent of 

1874 $383,098, and that of 1873 8787,- 
826! This enormous yield is entirely due 
to the discovery of Oassiar. No account 
ii kept of the amount that has boon taken 
away by private hands; but it ia safe to 
estimate it at 8100,000. of which amount 
some 8200,000 was lout in the Pacific. 
Adding what remains in the Provinoo 
(about $200,000) with what has been 
taken out of it and the gold yield of 1S75 
■will reaoh 82,400,000. When wo con- 
sider tho shorlness of tho mining season 
and the small number of persons (about 
1500) engaged in mining, tho yield of 

1875 has never been equalled. British 
Columbia may safely claim to possess tho 
richest goldliold of tho known world.

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, Dec. 24. — A 'Times' special 
from Penang to-day, says Gen. Col 
bouruo reports that he has takon Km- 
tali without loss. Marahjahs, Iamul 
and Lola Hod to Penang. 

The ' Wezer-Zietung,' of Bremen, 
Dec. 8th. contains the following ac 
count, of the capttiro and massacre of 
a detachment of Egyptian troops by 
Abyssinians, briefly reported some 
time ago by cable: ''We have had 
news trom Abyssinia that an expe- 
dition of about 2,000 men, sent by the 
Khedive, under command of Gen. 
Arendop, a Dane, to subjugate tho 
Abyssinians, was drawn into ambush 
and nearly every man was slaughter- 
ed. Goo. Arondrop, Pasha, and 
many other officers, were literally 
backed iu pieces. Their heads were 
stuck on spears before tho Abyssinian 
tents and their bodies sent to wild 
beasts. McKillop, Pasha, is said to 
be alive, and a prisoner. Of Col. 
Houih, the American, nothing is 
known, and only ono officer, Schyeit- 
zer, I. as escaped. An expedition, 
comprising 12,000, infantry, cavalry 
and artillery, is to sot out from Cairo 
without delay, and will bo joined by 
every American otlicer in tho Egyp- 
tian service, iucludiug Col. Stone.
